Is a child ever too young for 
physical punishment?

Some parents, teachers, physicians 


an! child hygiene experts bave set 


arbitrary limits for the age for pun- 
ishment. One of the foremost au- 
thorities on child bygiene,. Dr. Smiley 
Blanton, says, “this varies with the 
intelligence and type of the child, but 
it is fairly safe te say that the child 
should not be given physical punish- 
ment before the second year nor alter 
the eighth if the intelligence is nor- 
mal.” How sound and sensible Dr. 
Blanton's teachings are, any reader 
may see for himself by perusing Dr. 
tlanton’s raluable article, “Training 
the Child to Obey” in the October. 
1926. number of Hygeia. Other -orms 
of discipline are generally advised for 
oder children. mainly psychological 
rpunishmenc, such as withdrawal of 
privileges, denial of pleasures or lux- 
uries which the child has expected or 
anticipated. additional tasks for a cer- 
tain périod. 

Of course these other forms of dis- 
tipline “are quite as useful in early 
childhood as physical punishment is, 
ond as a rule the more competent the 
rarent the more freely psychological 
punishment is used. 

Punishment of whatever sort has 
but one purpose, and this a good par- 


ent cannot afford to lose sight of for | 
Its sole purpose is to in-!

fiiet pain or unhappiness which will 
ie just a little greater than the pleas- 
ure or joy the child may have derived 
from the wrong act which brings the 
punishment. ‘To this end the punish- 
ment. whether it be .physical or 
psychological. must be short and 
sweet, that it. administer the ~*hip- 
ping or the scolding or the penalty 
immediately or as soon as_ possible 
after the offense and make it sharp.
